Dear Students: 


In this centennial year of public education in Edmonton let me share a few 
ideas with you about "history". Samuel Johnson, a famous English writer, 
conversationalist and lexicographer (look that up in your Webster!) once 
Said: 


"We must consider how very little HISTORY there is. I 
mean REAL history. We know that certain kings retgned 
and certain battles were fought; we can depend on this 
as true. But all the COLORING, the real INSIDE FEELINGS 
of the people living in the past remain matters of 
guesswork." 


So while we know that the first Public School opened in our village a 
hundred years ago, what do we know about what was running through the heads 
of the teacher and students concerned? We can guess that the teacher was 
worried that the furnace (or stove) might run low during a winter day or 
that he might run out of chalk for the blackboard before the next shipment 


arrived. 
I can make a closer guess about the students' thoughts. "How long 'til 
recess?" "How long until summer holidays?" "Why should I have to memorize 


the ten-times table? Within the next century they will have little 
calculators to do that stuff." And so on. 


Well nowadays we don't have to worry about keeping the rooms warm in the 
winter time, and they are often air-conditioned in the summer. There is lots 
of chalk for the blackboard (which is usually green now). So the teachers' 
worries should be just about over. 


But students still have to squirm away the long hours before recess and the 
long weeks before summer holidays. And although we now have calculators 
we still have to memorize those confounded tables! 


Maybe Glenrose students can guess the feelings of their counterparts living 
in the 1880's better than our teachers can. It is an interesting thought, 
isn't it?

Books, slates, ete., should be got in 
readiness beforehand." 


Edmonton Bulletin 
December 31, 1881 


That reminder introduced the first century of public education in Edmonton. 
During this Centenary year we will all be learning more about pioneer days 
and early schools. The Edmonton Public School Board is encouraging schools 
to write their histories, publish books of student literature, interview 
pioneers and complete other projects that have a Centenary theme. 


It is obvious that many things have changed in 100 years. However, there 
are also some things that have not changed. Then, as now, school consisted 
of students and teachers, punctuality was stressed - school was to "open 
precisely at 9 o'clock", and education was free, in that no tuition fees 
were charged. Students were also reminded to have books and slates ready 
so they could get on with the job of learning without delay when school 
opened. 


These ingredients still form the basis of our public education system. 
Teachers work with students, being “on time" is important, as is regular 
attendance, and books, pencils, and pens are still necessary "tools of the 
trade.'"" Public education remains free and available to all. As some 
observer has remarked, probably partly in jest, "The more things seem to 
change, the more they remain the same." 


May the time you spent at Glenrose be of benefit to you as your school 
career continues, and as you meet the continuing challenges that life brings.
